Reno supports 
death penalty 
in ‘ATM case’

Thus any citizen decision 
will probably be delayed until 
spring of 1999. 

The next public meeting of 
the city-school officials is 
slated for 7:30 p.m. Aug. 20 in 
the Romulus City Council 
Chambers. 

School officials revealed 
that committees to further re¬ 
search and develop a Romulus 
plan of action probably will oc¬ 
cur that night. 

One of the key issues on the 
table right now is how the city/ 
school district would pay for 
such a recreation area. Plans 
are seeking to keep the cost to 
the city resident minimal or 
none at all. Thus it appears the 
major financial factors would 
be collected from area com¬ 
mercial and industrial 
bueinesses. 


The long awaited decision 
on whether the prosecution 
will seek the death penalty in 
the murder case involving the 
shooting death of a former Ro¬ 
mulus High School track star 
was announced by U.S. Attor¬ 
ney General Janet Reno ear¬ 
lier this week. 

The murder case involves 
the killing of former Eagle 
track star Everisto Dwayne 
Bosley, 25, while he was work¬ 
ing as an ATM technician early 
in the morning on Nov. 14,1996 
outside a Comerica bank in 
Farmington Hills. 

Bosley, who was the father 
of two young children at the 
time of his death, was a track 
star at Romulus High School in 
the late 80’s and was coached 
by A1 Wilkerson. 

Wilkerson was stunned two 
years ago when he learned of 
Bosley’s killing. He said Bosley 
was the team’s captain in his 
graduation year and “led his 
teammates by setting a fine ex¬ 
ample. He usually was the first 
to arrive at practice each day 
and the last team member to 
leave.” 

His family has remained ac¬ 
tive in the hunt for their son/ 
brother’s murderer and his sis¬ 
ter, Brigette, 19, revealed Mon¬ 
day that she harbored no pity 
for the man accused of her 
brother’s death, Antonio 
McKelton. 

She reacted strongly to 
Reno’s statement by saying “he 


should be put to death. He put 
a father to death...an older 
brother to death.” 

Law enforcement officials 
found a gun in a get-away 
car used after one of these 
armed robberies and discov¬ 
ered it also was the weapon 
used to kill Bosley. 

They then also found that 
McKelton’s fingerprints were 
on the 9mm handgun, authori¬ 
ties reported. 

Months later McKelton was 
charged with Bosley’s murder 
and Farmington Police began 
the wait to learn if Reno would 
allow federal charges to in¬ 
clude the death penalty. 

Michigan is one of a dozen 
states that does not have a 
death penalty on state charges. 

It was reported that three 
key factors entered into Reno’s 
decision in this case. Iron¬ 
ically Reno had rejected death 
penalty requests in similar 
cases in past years - including 
a similar ATM murder case 
that occurred the same day as 
Bosley’s. 

The factors included: Bos¬ 
ley’s excellent record as a U.S. 
Marine military police officer, 
the Bosley family’s request for 
the death penalty and 
McKelton’s prior police re¬ 
cord. 

McKelton’s defense lawyers 
are expected to argue against 
the death penalty in the Bosley 
case. 

The murder trial that had 
been scheduled for Aug. 3 has 
now been delayed until Jan. 
12 .

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Did mother kill newborn baby?

Did a single-parent mother 
kill her newborn baby? 

Wayne police believe so and 
have arrested and charged a 
20-year-old local woman with 
manslaughter. 

The defendant, Jessica 
Wood, surrendered to Wayne 
police last week after she 
learned that there was a war¬ 
rant for her arrest on the man¬ 
slaughter charge, according to 
Lt Jack Garrett of the Wayne 
Police Department. 

Wood was taken before out- 
county Wayne County Judge 
Gail McKnight and arraigned 
on the manslaughter charge. 
She pleaded not guilty to the 
charge, and Judge McKnight 


released the defendant on a 
$15,000 personal bond. 

Wood was scheduled for a 
pretrial examination yester j 
day (Aug. 12) in the 29th Dis¬ 
trict Court before Judge 
Carolyn A. Archbold. 

Police began the investiga¬ 
tion into the death of the 
newly-born when Annapolis 
Hospital officials notified the 
local department that an in¬ 
fant was conveyed to them by 
the defendant’s relatives, and 
that they believed that the 
death of the infant was a homi¬ 
cide. 

The Wayne County Medical 
Examiner’s report on the 
death of the child also indi¬ 
cated that the child did not die 
of natural causes. The exam¬ 
iner ruled accidental death by 


drowning. 

“We were contacted by An¬ 
napolis (Hospital) and in¬ 
formed about this case and our 
officers conducted an investi¬ 
gation which led to the arrest 
of the defendant,” Garrett 
noted. 

Sgt. Kevin Karson was 
placed in charge of the investi¬ 
gation. 

According to police reports, 
Wood told police that she did 
not think she was pregnant. 
The report further indicated 
that the defendant gave birth 
to the child in the bathroom, 
and the baby was apparently 
dropped by the mother into 
the toilet water where the in¬ 
fant drown, according to the 
police report. 

The defendant then in¬ 


formed her mother, who 
rushed into the bathroom and 
discovered the lifeless infant’s 
body on the bathroom floor, ac¬ 
cording to the police report. 

Police said the mother and 
daughter took the baby to An¬ 
napolis Hospital. The incident 
occurred on June 3. 

Because of the sensitivity of 
the case, Garrett said that no 
further information about the 
investigation or the subse¬ 
quent arrest would be made 
until the pretrial. 

“There is a good chance that 
this case maybe adjourned un¬ 
til the defense has ample time 
to review the evidence,” Gar¬ 
rett added. 

If convicted on the man¬ 
slaughter charge, Wood could 
receive a sentence of up to 15 
years in prison.

Now that the Primary Election is out of the way, 
it’s on to November where many interesting races 
await our analysis. 

One of those competitions is the 8th District 
Michigan Senate seat Here, Incumbent Republican 
Loren Bennett will take on popular Wayne mayor, 
Ken Warfield in a heated race. An interesting aspect 
of this district is that it is 56% Democratic, yet Ben¬ 
nett is the odds on favorite to retain his seat How 
can that be? 

Quite simply, Bennett is a furious campaigner, 
plays well to voters of both parties and has worked 
very hard in Lansing. In his district which covers 
several pockets that are heavily Democratic, such as 
Wayne and Romulus he is well-known and always 
available.

In other words, Warfield’s political ambitions are 
dependent on President Bill Clinton and how effec¬ 
tive he is at defusing the Starr investigatioa As an 
addendum to that and possibly even more impor¬ 
tant is whether Geoffrey Fieger will give Governor 
Engler a run for his money. If he does Democrats, 
like Warfield will fare very well. If not they can for¬ 
get about following their dreams to Lansing. 

Speaking of Fieger, few political pundits gave him 
a chance against Engler. The day after the Primary, 
polls indicated Engler had a 20 percentage point 
lead over the bombastic one. The only candidate 
ever to overcome that margin in a Michigan guber¬ 
natorial race was none other than Engler when he 
came from way behind to beat incumbent James 
Blanchard eight years ago. 

The difference, however, this time around is 
Fieger is coming off a very brutal and divisive Pri¬ 
mary campaign.

What’s the most dangerous form of transporta¬ 
tion? Flying? 

From the publicity that accompanies every 
airplane crash, all TV watchers know that. No, 
everybody knows that by one statistical measure 
flying is 50 times safer than driving. The fatality 
rate for driving is 10.5 deaths per billion miles trav¬ 
eled compared to .2 deaths per billion miles flying. 
Travel by bus is safest of all: 0.1 per billion miles 
traveled. 

So what’s the most dangerous? 

Here’s a clue. It was invented by our ancestors 
when they got up off all fours. 

The answer is walking. There are at least 147 
deaths for every billion miles walked. Some est- 

mate that the rate is 316.2 fatalities per billion miles 
traveled. 

One thing’s for sure, these deaths weren’t caused 
by heart attacks. They were caused by collisions with 
automobiles. 

I get these statistics from Mean Streets 1998 
Children At Risk Report, issued by the Surface 
Transportation Policy Project. 

The report is must reading for traffic planners, 
since the Ann Arbor-Detroit area was sixth in pedes¬ 
trians killed by cars with 397 in 1996. Los Angeles led 
the league with 1,382. 

Across the nation, 5,157 pedestrians bit the pave¬ 
ment 

“We found that most fatalities - 69 percent - occur 
on neighborhood streets,” according to the report 
“This is a significant public health and safety prob¬ 
lem that is killing more Americans than headline¬ 
grabbing causes of death such as random gun vio¬ 
lence, airbags, or the e-coli bacteria. The data are 
even more sobering for children: 837 children died 
on the street in 1996,16 percent of the total pedestri¬ 
an deaths.” 

Something wrong here? Are pedestrians an en¬ 
dangered species? Perhaps. Experiences gained try¬ 


ing to cross Ford 
Road on foot have 
taught me that in 
Canton pedestri¬ 
ans are well on 
their way to join¬ 
ing the dodo bird. 

While the majority 
of Canton drivers look where they’re going, some 
don’t stop for pedestrians. Many stop but are 
amazed to see anybody walking to get some place. 

“Where’s your dog?” some yell at pedestrians. 

According to the report, “dangerous and unpleas¬ 
ant roads are forcing children off the streets and into 
cars to be ferried everywhere by their parents. This 
trend has implications for children’s health, as re¬ 
search shows an increase in obesity and inactivity 
among our youth, with that increase accelerating in 
the most recent survey” 

Reliance on dangerous roads also limit and mu¬ 
tate children’s social lives. One-dimensional orga¬ 
nized activities wipe out complex neighborhood ac¬ 
tivities and social relations, devaluing neighbor¬ 
hoods and degrading social behavior. 

These side effects were encouraged by Canton’s 
road millage, which was put together by traffic engi¬ 
neers for cars instead of by town planners for cars 
and people. 

I hope the next road plan integrates cars and peo¬ 
ple to improve Canton’s quality of life, especially for 
children under 16. 

The report urges municipalities to build more 
sidewalks; to slow down traffic in neighborhoods 
and pedestrian shopping zones; to reduce setbacks 
and parking requirements in commercial districts; 
and developing pedestrian transportation and safety 
master plans as part of the planning process. 

It’s time for communities like Canton to stop tak¬ 
ing away our legs.

Citizens given voice at school board 

., . i nnmmpnk ”

Next Monday citizens will 
finally have a voice at Wayne- 
Westland school board meet¬ 
ings. 

Board President David Cox 
said he will ask the board to 
allow citizens to comment on 
agenda items at the beginning 
of the meeting, before the 
items are voted on. 

“People can’t believe that 
they come to school board 


meeting and don’t presently 
have an opportunity to speak 
until after the vote,” he said. 
“We will now allow people a 
half hour at the front of the 
meeting to address agenda 
items to express their con¬ 
cerns and get their point of 
view across before vote.” 

Cox made the decision 
spontaneously. 

He said, “It dawned on me 
after getting elected board 
president that citizens didn’t 
have an opportunity to make a 
comment on issues. I thought 


this was unusual.’ 

Citizens can only address 
agenda items at the beginning 
of the meeting. Non agenda 
items, such as gay, lesbian, and 
“transsexual” rights - a con¬ 
tinuing topic at board meet¬ 
ings -- will have to wait until 
after the agenda is completed. 

“This is because our meet¬ 
ings are held to do school busi¬ 
ness, not to provide anybody 
with a forum to discuss social 
issues,” said Cox. “Once we get 
the business of the schools 
done, we can listen to oth er 


comments.” 

Cox said he will also pro¬ 
pose setting up a citizens stra¬ 
tegic planning committee. 

He said, “We have instruc¬ 
tional, legal, and financial 
committees. Now we’re going 
to have a committee to look at 
planning long-term. We want 
to develop a track to run on 
and establish what we want to 
achieve and what direction we 
want to go. We want to provide 
a forum so citizens can com¬ 
ment on those directions, and 
bring back recommendations.

A heavenly host is heading 
for Detroit. That’s because the 
Detroit Institute of Arts (DIA) 
will be the third stop in a na¬ 
tional tour of The Invisible 
Made Visible: Angels from the 
Vatican. 

Beginning August 23rd, the 
exhibition will give museum- 
goers the unprecedented op¬ 
portunity to see how angels 
have been portrayed in art 
during the past two millennia, 
by masters such as Raphael, 
Guido Reni, Fra Angelico and 
Salvador Dali, as well as other 
renowned artists. Sponsored 
by Chrysler Corporation, An¬ 
gels from the Vatican will tour 
through April 1999, with re¬ 
maining stops in Baltimore 
and West Palm Beach after its 
two-month stay in Detroit.

The Wayne County Twisters 
football team is a nonprofit 
corporation dedicated to the 
support and development of 
our community’s youth by pro¬ 
viding a highly structured com¬ 
petitive and controlled forum 
in which our young men can 
compete in the sport of foot¬ 
ball after high school or col¬ 
lege graduation. 

The young men on our team 
are high caliber players, who 
have displayed their athletic 
talents in front of thousands of 
area fans during their high 
school and college careers for 
the benefit and entertainment 
of their communities and 
schools for which they played. 
These young men and other or¬ 
ganization members are volun¬ 
teers, freely donating their 
time and talents to promote 
and foster amateur sports on 
local, national and interna¬ 
tional levels. 

Basically, this is Wayne 
County Twister’s “Articles of 
Incorporation” as a registered 
organization with the Federal 
Government and the States of 
Michigan and Ohio. We are au¬ 
thorized to function as a non¬ 
profit. Therefore, revenues in 
excess of expenses are do¬ 
nated to public organizations 
and school activities that ben¬ 
efit and support charitable 
programs in our communities. 

Twister players purchase 
and supply their own certified 
equipment necessary to com¬ 
pete and have signed the re¬ 
quired, “Lake Shore Football 
League Player Registration 
and Waiver of Liability Form.” 
The purpose of this require¬ 
ment is to indemnify any insti¬ 
tution or persons of any and all 
liability associated with the 
practice, game play and associ¬ 
ated activities. This require¬ 
ment is mandatory for partici¬ 
pating players. 

The Twister team is a mem¬ 
ber in good standing in the 
Lake Shore Football League 
comprised of teams represent¬ 
ing Michigan and Ohio. In ad¬ 
dition, our league is an active 
member of the American Foot¬ 
ball Association, which is a na¬ 
tional organization. The AFA 


boasts some 275 teams with ap¬ 
proximately 30,000 volunteer 
players, coaches, support 
staffs, officials and sponsors 
across our United States. 

Each organization in the 
Lake Shore Football League 
has shared a major part in de¬ 
veloping a constitution in¬ 
tended to prevent and 
preclude conduct unaccept¬ 
able to the general public. Un¬ 
der our league constitution, 
“League Officer Hearings” are 
held if a player and or players 
are ejected by game officials. 
The infraction and consequen¬ 
tial ejection is reviewed and 
evaluated jointly by the league 
officers and game officials. 
Based on the judgment of 
these officers and officials, the 
perpetrators may receive 
game suspension or lifetime 
banishment from any type of 
participation in the Lake 
Shore Football League.

Morton overcomes shaky start to retain title 

Clark claims Women’s Division golf crown

There is no reason, no ex¬ 
planation, and surely it wasn’t 
pure luck. 

But, just when challengers 
Gary Beer and Paul Mas¬ 
similla thought they had de¬ 
fending champ Mark Morton 
up against the rope and down, 
the champ came back. 

And as Morton swung back 
in the final round, Beer and 
Massimilla went down for the 
count. 

Morton, off to a shaky start 
in the opening round of the 
1998 City Championship Golf 
Tournament rallied on Sunday 
in the second round and 
played the only sub-par round 
of the tournament to retain the 
overall title and post a rare 
“tripeat” at the 1998 summer 
classic staged under a cloud¬ 
less sky, that produced tem¬ 


peratures in the 80s. 

Morton strung together 
rounds of 76-70 for the 36-hole, 
two-day tournament at Wood 
lands of Van Buren for a 146 
total. He posted an incredible 
15-stroke victory over his clos¬ 
est rivals, Beer and Bill 
Hawley, who came into the 
clubhouse with identical 161s. 

“It was nearly a rerun of the 
1997 tournament,” said Jeff 
Rutter, tournament director. 
“Mark had a lot of problems 
the opening day on the front 
hole, as he did a year ago, and 
finished the round with a 76,” 
Rutter said. “In the finals, he 
played sub-par golf while his 
closest competitors faded in 
the sunset.” 

Morton, who has captured 
the last three versions of the 
tournament, suffered early 
through the bad karma as he 
tried to find his game. There 
was a pair of bogeys on the 


front nine in the preliminary 
rounds that could of - but 
didn’t come back - to haunt 
him. 

A 77 for the first 18 kept the 
champ in the hunt. 

In the meantime, Beer, a se¬ 
nior golfer, who had an excep¬ 
tional first- round, tied 
Massimilla, from Canton 
Township, for the lead as the 
two finished with 75s. 

Neither Beer or Massimilla 
remained a factor in the finals: 
Beer shot an 86 for a 161 total 
for the two-days, while Mas¬ 
similla was no better as he 
came in with an 87 and also 
finished with a 161. 

Massimilla’s 162 total and 
Beer’s 161, however, did give 
them the Canton and Open Se¬ 
nior Flight titles, respectively. 

There really were no 
breath-holding holes in this 
one during the final round. 
And the surprises faded after 


the first day shock. 

In the meantime, with Mor¬ 
ton’s move from Wayne to 
Westland, Keith Kiesnowski 
took advantage of the void and 
filled it with a 155 (77-78) to win 
his first city of Wayne champi¬ 
onship. That championship 
earned the young golfer not 
only a first-place trophy but 
also the Lenny Anderson Me¬ 
morial Trophy. 

The Anderson Trophy is 
presented by the Wayne Police 
Department to the Wayne 
champ. The memorial is in 
honor of Patrolman Anderson, 
the first and only Wayne police 
officer to be slain in the line of 
duty. 

Kiesnowski found himself 
tied with Dick Pulk after the 
first round. Both finished with 
77s, but as Kiesnowski man¬ 
aged to come back the next day

Pedaler

Blight charges dropped 
against master gardener

We’ll never know if the loco- 
weeds were in Walter Warren’s 
Norwayne yard or in the West- 
land ordinance officer’s imag¬ 
ination because blight charges 
against the master gardener 
were thrown out of court last 
week. Plants from the garden 
won 33 ribbons at last year’s 
Michigan State Fair, including 
the blue ribbon for “best of 
show.” 

At a quick Aug. 6 hearing in 
the 18th District Court in West- 
land, Judge Gail McKnight dis¬ 
missed yard blight charges 
against Warren. 

McKnight ruled that Warren 
had not been properly served 
with notices by the city’s ordi¬ 
nance inspectors. 

“I would have liked to kick 
some butts on the case’s 
merits, but the judge had no 
choice but to dismiss the case . 
. . given the city prosecutor’s 
strained and somewhat goofy 


case,” Warren later said. 

Warren said that he had 
been improperly charged and 
arrested on a violation of the 
city’s blight ordinance without 
being properly notified of the 
violation or given time to re¬ 
move it. 

Warren had hoped to prove 
that his prize-winning grape¬ 
vines and gourd plants were 
not weeds, and that the blight 
charges against him were most 
likely the result of selective 
enforcement. 

At a recent city council 
meeting, Mayor Bob Thomas 
defended the inspector who 
ticketed Warren, and broad¬ 
cast pictures of Warren’s yard 
on public cable television. 

Warren was upset because 
he was not only ticketed, but 
handcuffed and arrested in 
front of neighbors and jailed 
with criminals. 

Previously he demanded an 
apology for the “false arrest” 
from the council and Mayor 
Thomas. When it wasn’t ten¬ 


dered, he threatened to sue, 
but he’s not too eager to go 
back to court. 

“I just want to get on with 
my life and get the hell out of 
Westland,” he said. “I proba¬ 
bly won’t file a claim until I 
move to Caro.” 

He plans to spend his last 
days in the city cultivating new 
varieties of “oddball” toma¬ 
toes to enter in this year’s state 
fair. 

“This year I’m entering un¬ 
der my Caro address,” he said. 
“I’m through with Westland.” 

Before going to press, we 
spoke with Westland Prosecu¬ 
tor Mark McConnell, who said 
his case was anything but 
“strained and somewhat go¬ 
ofy.” He said he had pictures 
that showed the blight. 

Will the city properly re¬ 
serve Warren and try the case? 

No, said McConnell; adding, 
“I’m led to believe that the 
problem is taken care of.”

Last week when a storm 
poured three to five inches of 
rain on the metro area, resi¬ 
dents on Wildwood (near Mid- 
dlebelt) were spared their 
usual basement floods. 

The flooding was prevented 
because the city’s department 
of public services flushed the 
sand out of affected residents’ 
sewer connections. 

“It was dry because the city 
finally did what I’ve been ask¬ 
ing them to do,” said Anita 
Gronas, who had long held the 
city responsible for her chron¬ 


ically flooded basement. Dur¬ 
ing storms, Gronas and three 
of her neighbors’ sewer lines 
backed up, filling their base¬ 
ments with sewage, fungi, and 
“fish worms,” Gronas said. 

Earlier this year, the city fi¬ 
nally admitted some respon¬ 
sibility for citywide flooding of 
basements and yards, and the 
city council allotted $100,000 to 
repair the sewer system. 

Some of the funds were 
used to rent underground cam¬ 
eras from Canton that were 
used to peek into the 110-foot 
Wildwood sewer lines. Be¬ 
cause of sand clogging the 
pipes, the camera’s couldn’t 


see beyond 63 feet, where the 
pipes were completely filled 
with sand. 

“My pipe was halt filled at 
43 feet,” said Gronas. 

Gronas had hired Pat’s Sewer 
Cleaning to flush out her lines. 

“On May 20, they flushed the 
lines with 300 gallons of water 
and still couldn’t get out all of 
the sand,” she said. 

After the Westland depart¬ 
ment of public service workers 
(DPS) saw the sand problem, 
the city admitted respon¬ 
sibility, she said, and paid for 
the work. 

(DPS Director Richard Dit- 


tmar did not return calls re¬ 
questing comments.) 

Gronas said, “I assume when 
they discovered this problem, 
they went around the city 
cleaning the system, so that’s 
why there’s no more flooding.” 

Calls to some other past 
flood victims indicate that 
many of the flooding problems 
appear corrected. 

“I’m not going to say that j et- 
ting the lines corrected 100 
percent of our problems,” said 
Councilman Richard LeBlanc. 
“It’s clear that DPS is been do¬ 
ing things, like purchasing new 
pumps, to help stop flooding,” 


Taylor Blues Festival features Jimmy Vaughan 


l As long as there has been 
•music at Sisko’s On The Boule¬ 
vard it has been the blues. 
[Harry Sisko purchased the 
'club formerly known as Big 
^Daddy’s at the comer of Mon- 
■roe Boulevard and Van Bom in 
Taylor 22 years ago. First re¬ 
mained The Other End Lounge, 
I it’s present name was adopted 
;several years after that. “We 
•intended all along for it to be a 
[music bar, but it took a few 
years to fine tune the opera¬ 
tion. We’ve been doing blues 
now for more than 10 years. 
There was never any question 
[about it. This building was 
-going to become a blues club.” 

Sisko spent much of his 
childhood living in Grenada, 
Mississippi from the time he 
[was about seven until he was 
13-years old. As a result he de¬ 
veloped a deep appreciation 
for the music of the Mississippi 
Delta. For him the blues was 
simply a fact of life. Later on 
when he muted booking blues 
[acts at Sisko’s Harry made 
sure it was what he calls “pre¬ 
sent day” blues. “We are not 
about historical music as such, 
although the music obviously 
has a very rich history. For us, 
electric blues is the music of 


our lives. It has replaced 
rock’n’roll as the music of 
choice for most of the people I 
know,” he said. 

“The late Stevie Ray 
Vaughan is a very good exam¬ 
ple of what I mean. If you ask 
people below a certain age, a 
lot of them will probably tell 
you he was a rock star, which 
he certainly was. His music 
crossed over to the main¬ 
stream and his records were 
played on album-oriented rock 
stations everywhere. But if you 
look a little deeper, he’s almost 
pure blues,” Sisko suggests. 
“After all, his favorite musi¬ 
cian was Buddy Guy.” 

Sisko says a lot of what 
passes for rock’n’roll is really 
a form of the blues. “What sur¬ 
prises me is that people often 
refer in conversation to the 
music we feature as jazz. You 
hear it an the time. The Euro¬ 
peans probably have it right 
when they lump all of this mu¬ 
sic together and call, it ‘Ameri¬ 
can Music,’ whether its West 
Coast swing, East Coast jump 
blues, Chicago blues, funk, jazz 
or zydecco,” he added “That’s 
what it is, the music of Amer¬ 
ica. Blues, jazz and gospel an 
come from pretty much the 


same place, out of the Af rican- 
American experience. But to 
me it will, always be the 
blues.” 

Now in its fifth year, the 
blues festival Harry Sisko be¬ 
gan has grown remarkably 
each year by any measure. The 
idea for the festival was a natu¬ 
ral out-growth of running a 
blues club that quickly be¬ 
came an important stopover in 
the national and international 
blues circuit. “The acts you see 
at our place are often the same 
ones who play places like 
Manny’s Car Wash in New York 
City or the Slippery Noodle in 
Indianapolis, or at Buddy 
Guy’s place in Chicago called 
Legends,” stated Harry. “Un¬ 
like in rock and pop music the 
performers live off the dates 
they play in clubs more often 
than from record sales alone. 
It’s the club dates that keep 
this music alive. Record sales 
help generate more support of 
the live gigs. 

“We started the festival as a 
way to expose the best of these 
artists to a larger audience. It’s 
also a way of rewarding them 
for working with us all year 
long,” he said. With only a few 
exceptions, the bands featured 


on the festival stage are the 
same ones that appear 
throughout the year at Sisko’s 
on Fridays and Saturdays. 
“We’ve been able to match par¬ 
ticular performers with a par¬ 
ticular audience. Sometimes 
its a gamble, but it pays to 
keep listening and staying 
ahead of the curve,” he added. 
‘“Me pay-off is to watch per¬ 
formers like Coco Montoya, 
Tinsley Ellis and Shemekia 
Copeland really find their au¬ 
dience. Now we’ve gotten to 
the point where people trust 
us to bring them the best of the 
national touring acts. Acts like 
Bill Perry, the Kinsey Report 
and Guitar Shorty. We are 
quite excited to have such a 
strong show for both days of 
this year’s festival. The eight 
national acts and the five local 
bands we’ve invited to perform 
this year represent a some of 
the finest musicians to be 
found on any stage. It’s quite 
gratifying to have Jimmy 
Vaughan as this year’s head¬ 
liner and we thank all the peo¬ 
ple responsible for helping to 
keep the blues alive in Detroit. 
The blues is the music of today 
and I believe it has more ap¬ 
peal than any other music that 


is out there.” 

Daily tickets for the fifth an¬ 
nual Taylor Blues Festival are 
available at the gate beginning 
at 1:00 p.mL on both Saturday, 
August 22 and Sunday August 
23. Advance tickets are also on 
sale in advance of the show 
through TicketMaster and at 
Sisko’s On The Boulevard.

chased in advance or at the 
gate for just $20.00. The festival 
Will once again take place at 
Heritage Park located on Par¬ 
dee Road between Goddard 
and Northline.
